Just what the proposed re-districtiDg 
of Janesville means, v/a3 bioagLt ooi 
last night. 
After the thr jog in the council cham­ 
ber had talked itself hearse, somebody— 
not even the presiding ofiiaer knew who 
it was—called for a division. 
The division told the story better than 
all the talk. 
On one side of the house Monterey and 
the Five Points had things all to them ­ 
selves. On the other side were two 
hundred men, at least three-fomtba of 
wh om would be named in any list which 
purported to show the representative men 
of the oity. 
Unscrupulous partisanship against po­ 
litical honor. 
This was the comparison made, for 
while those voting in favor of the pro­ 
posed amendment were cf one party 
without exception, those who opposed it 
included democrats 
end republicans 
Alike. Of the democrats there weie en­ 
rolled Mayer bt. John, William Smith, 
E . M. H jzer, Alderman Ryan, O. W. 
Hodson, H , D . McKinney, Alderman G. 
M. McKey, 
and others equally well 
known. 
As to republican sentiment the 
chowing was even more emphatic and 
the resolution concurring in the seven 
ward scheme was declared lost without 
the formality of a count. 
The meeting as as u whole was a mem­ 
orable one. It was one cf the largest 
ever held in the city to discuss municipal 
affaire, and nil parties and ail classes cf 
people were represented. The meeting 
was than organized by tho election of 0 
0. McLean as chairman and 8. 0. Burn­ 
ham as secretary. 
With very Utile datey ;he first amend­ 
ment increasing the gas fond from $5.OOO 
to $7,500 was put to a vote. A motion 
was 
unanimously adopted concurring 
the amendment. 
The amendment giving the mayor ad­ 
ditional veto powers was left to Assem­ 
blyman Win bls without recommenda­ 
tion, and the 
amendment 
requiring 
gates at railway crossings was concurred 
in. 
When the secretary concluded the 
reading of the sixth section— authorizing 
the council the council to issue bonds— 
Ramil on Richardson, Alderman C. 8. 
Jackman and B. ii. Eldridge were beard 
id opposition. 
After some discussion it 
was moved that amendment be net con­ 
curred in. This was unanimously adopt­ 
ed. 
The seventh section—giving the oity 
attorney authority to appoint a deputy 
city attorney—was discussed at some 
length, sod was finally left in the hands 
of Assemblyman Wioans, 
The eighth section—relating to the 
city hospital provoked lively debate 
This amendment had friends and also 
opponents in the meeting. There was a 
general expression against the hospital 
being made a city institution, yet many 
favored an amendment giving the com­ 
mon ooucoil power to make appropria­ 
tion of from one hundred to five hundred 
dollars a year for its support. The 
amendment was talked to death, and a 
motion unanimously prevailed 
that the 
amendment be not concurred in. 
The ninth section—giving the mayor 
power to appoint the street commis­ 
sioner as well as the city marshal, with 
the approval of the common council—did 
cot meet with much favor, although it 
brought out considerable discussion in 
the way cf explaining the manner of 
electing and controlling the street ocm- 
miseioner. The meeting, however, wa* 
decidedly in favor of allowing tho power 
of electing the street commissioner to 
remain in the hands of the psople, and a 
motion that the 
amendment be cot 
concurred ic, was unanimously adopted. 
The tenth and last section-relating to 
the creation of the sixth and seventh 
wards—was read, or rather announced, at 
half-past n a e o’clock,nod then tfce de­ 
bate opened in earnest. 
It w&9 contin­ 
ued until after eleven o’clock. 
Hamilton Richardson took tbe lkof 
And reviewed tbe reason be had heard for 
making the chance—that cf gainmg in- 
oreared representation in the county 
board of supernal re. 
Ile went on to 
show that there web no necessity for such 
an increased representation. 
O. E. Fierce gave tbe figures showing 
"gfiflCPgfrt 
in th 
several wards, aid how this valuation 
had been unfair!} divided up to make the 
two additional wards. 
His statement 
Also pointed out tbe number cf miles Of 
atrcetfl in tbe several wards, and their 
condition, end the injustice to tax-pay- 
era that would naturally follow in case 
the bill should be passed by tbe legisla­ 
ture. 
City Attorney Doe undertook to ex­ 
plain the reaso n for making this change. 
His argument was to the effect that the 
democrats of the city, especially the 
fourth ward, wa3 not fairly represented 
And it was for this pu*pose 
that the 
flhADge bad been made. 
He undertook 
to cite other places smaller than Janes­ 


v i l l e , that had seven end eight warns, 
And said that a hill had jast been passed 
giving La Crosse twenty members in the 
oounty boaid cf that county, thus cre- 
Ating twenty wards with a population of 
22,000. 
E. F. Carpenter's remarks bore upon 
the injustice of sash a chinse, 
He 
called attention to the fact that tbe heavy 
fax-payere on Main and 
Milwaukee 
afreets bad been taxed heavily for tbe 
purposes cf 
improving the b u e n a s 
streets, and cow this bill proposed to set 
certain portions of this earn© property 
•side in such manner that it would be 


continually taxed for improvements in 
other teotiocs. 
Supervisor O. F. Newton stated that 
hr had been a member of the county 
biard for twelve or fourteen yearn, and 
he bad yet t i see or bear of the first at­ 
tempt on the part of the country mem­ 
bers to impose upon or to show acts of 
hostility lo the city. 
The country 
members were good and substantial ment 
and weie a class of men who believed in 
doing justice to all sections. This amend­ 
ment in his opinion would bo taken by 
the county members as a direct insult to 
them, and be feared it would be a stroke 
of bad policy for the people of the city 
to adopt it. 
B. B. Eldredge—I would like to hear 
aune one give a valid reason for the 
aloption cf this amen ment. 
C. 8. Jackman remarked that no one 
appeared to be willing to father it. 
“I wool! like to know who the parties 
are that ask Jhis 
eraetdment,” he re­ 
met ked. 
City Attorney Doe undertook to give 
farther infoimation. He declared tbe 
great population of the fourth ward as i v 
now stood, demanded representation in 
the achocl board and in the council! 
E. M. H jzer addressed the chai*' and 
then drew up the curtain revealing the 
whole character of the amendment . 
“ XbiB is a scheme to gerrymander the
